themselves. At one end there is going to be a coffee bar and we also 
have an upright piano and some board games and outdoor activities

iLEA’S UNDER 16 CLAUSE 


Ever since the first lesbian and gay youth group organisation registered with 
the Inner London Education Authority in I976 lesbian and gay youth groups who 
have regrstered have been forced to comply to a ruling which restricts the age 
they can cater for te 16 years. . 
This places many lesbian and Gay youth groups in a catch 22 situation of only 


being able to serve the over 16's while receiving phonecalls from individuals 





under this age whe are clearly in a distressed about being lesbian and gay and 
in need of support. They have to adhere to the ruling or risk Losing much. needed . 
funding from ILEA. 

Surprisingly the under I6 clause has absolutely nothing to do with present 
British law. Present legislation was adopted on the advice of the then Cheif 
Educational Psycologist of ILEA, who stated that that youmg people were not 

in a position to make decisions about their sexuality/ sexual orientation 
before the age of sixteen. : 
Clearly the clause is discriminatory , "mains tream"youth groups are geared to meet 
the needs of heterosexual youth, yet they do not have to abide by any under I6- 


clause, These other groups can cater for young people from the ages of II Or IZ. 


Why is it that young people are allowed to decide that they are heterosexual & 
not that they &re either lesbian or gay?? ; 
The under I6 clause is to be discussed in the next round of TLEA meetings in 
October/November.

LESBIAN AND GAY PARENTING 





There is to be a conference on the IIth of October 1986 at the London 


Lesbian and Gay Centre. 


Homosexual men and women have been involved in the care of children 


for a long time.However it is only more recently that this has become 


more closely scrutinised. Discussion about lesbians and gay men caring 
for children often brings up deeply held beliefs about'normality' and 
‘correct! family forms. Society's responses are often contradictory. 


On the one hand esbians loose custody of their children and gay resid- 
d gome local author~ 


ities want lesbians and gay men to come forward as potential foster 


parents. This is clearly eonfusing for both workers and parents. 


Very few social work training courses look at either gender or sexuality 
It is of little surprise that the'average'8qualified social worker will 
have large gaps of knowledge within these areas and may carry societys 
predudices which they understand as'common gense'. For social work to 
offer an adequate service to heterosexual and homosexual families and 


to children in local authorities care, it must begin to look at theory, 


policy and practice in relation to sexuality and childcare. At present « 


we do not give a proper service to gay and lesbian adolescents in our 


‘care, nor to lesbian and gay parents(foster parents incl.) in the 


community. 


In recent years gay men and lesbians in social work and in Nalgo have 
been working to place these discussions on the agenda. The National 
Lesbian and Gay Steering Commitee have planned a conference for all 
members involved in child-care provision, to be held in London on the 
TIth of October I986. We will be looking at; theories of sexual identity 
the law; legal developments; local authority policies; under 5's pro- 
vision; residential care; fostering and adoption; training of social 


workers; social services provision for lesbian and gay youth.

This has become more urgent in the light of signs that Channel 4 may 
be bending to pressure from Mary whitehouse and her colleagues in response 
to the current season of gay films and the forthcoming series "Six of Hearts", 
‘The gay season has gone almost totally unpublicised by Channel 4, and Jeremy 
Isaacs (Channel 4 comptroller) is said to be nervously awaiting public reaction 
before deciding an the future of gay programming (which might include a 
| magazine programme ). 


3 It is therefore of great importance that people, gay and heterosexual, 
write or phone Channel 4, supporting the programmes and asking for more. 
They need to know that there is widespread interest in the films ~ and asking 
for more will make sure that they don't become complacent, having "done" gay 
people.
